Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  County 
Health  and  Welfare  Department  for  the  year  1965. 

The  report  outlines  the  various  activities  of  the  Department  and  the  usual 
statistics  are  furnished,  with  comparison  with  previous  years  where  appro¬ 
priate.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  such  undramatic  particulars  as  the  number 
of  miles  travelled  by  the  Ambulance  Service,  or  the  number  of  hours  worked 
by  Home  Helps,  to  give  but  two  examples,  indicate  an  enormous  amount  of 
devoted  work  by  the  staff  of  the  Department,  work  which  affects  intimately 
almost  every  inhabitant  of  the  County. 

Probably  the  greatest  problem  facing  us  at  the  moment  is  the  considerable 
difficulty  in  the  recruitment  of  staff  of  every  type,  especially  professionally 
trained  staff.  This  difficulty,  which  is  widespread  throughout  the  Health 
Service,  can  throw  a  great  strain  on  existing  staff,  especially  perhaps  on 
senior  professional  and  administrative  members,  and  can  act  as  a  barrier  to 
the  introduction  of  new  and  desirable  projects.  It  is,  therefore,  important  to 
see  that  staff  is  used  to  the  best  advantage  and  in  addition  we  have  to  examine 
our  traditional  activities  to  see  whether  they  are  all  essential  in  the  changing 
circumstances  of  today. 

During  the  year,  a  special  committee  of  members  of  the  Health  and 
Welfare  Committee  and  members  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  under¬ 
took  a  review  of  the  nursing  services  in  the  county,  with  special  reference  to 
future  developments.  As  a  result  it  was  decided  that  the  County  Council 
should  undertake  the  direct  administration  of  the  home  nursing  and  mid¬ 
wifery  services,  and  arrangements  were  made  to  terminate  the  existing 
agreement  on  1st  April  1966.  This  decision,  which  was  unanimous,  was 
taken  after  very  careful  consideration;  inevitably  there  must  be  a  very  real 
feeling  of  regret  that  a  voluntary  body  with  such  a  long  and  successful 
history  should  cease  to  be  directly  involved  in  the  administration  of  a  service, 
the  very  existence  of  which  was  due  in  the  first  place  to  its  own  efforts,  but 
it  was  felt  that  the  best  interests  of  the  public  would  be  served  by  such  a 
step,  bearing  in  mind  the  modern  developments  in  the  Health  Service.  It  is 
pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  Association  will  continue  to  exist,  its 
functions  being  altered  to  care  for  the  welfare  of  patients  in  ways  not  covered 
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by  the  statutory  services,  and  that  the  particularly  close  and  friendly  relation¬ 
ship  between  the  Association  and  the  Council  will  continue.  It  should 
perhaps  be  mentioned  that  my  Annual  Report  for  1955  contains  an  interesting 
history,  prefaced  by  Dr.  Marjorie  Campbell,  of  the  work  of  the  Association 
in  the  provision  of  nursing  and  midwifery  services. 

I  am  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  all  members 
of  the  staff  for  their  work  during  the  year,  to  Chief  Officers  and  members  of 
other  County  Council  Departments,  and  to  the  many  individuals  in  the 
various  branches  of  the  Health  Service,  including  the  voluntary  organisations 
for  all  the  help  so  essential  to  the  success  of  our  work. 

It  is  customary  to  end  this  introductory  letter  with  an  expression  of 
appreciation  for  the  support  of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee. 
This,  which  is  a  most  sincere  and  far  from  formal  statement,  inevitably  at 
this  particular  moment  brings  us  a  note  of  sadness.  Alderman  L.  W.  Harvey, 
for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Committee  and  its  Chairman  since  1961 
died  on  9th  June,  1966  after  a  quite  remarkable  record  of  service  in  a  number 
of  ways  to  the  people  of  Leicestershire;  we  in  the  Department  will  miss 
greatly  his  wise  and  kindly  guidance.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

With  an  administrative  area  of  806  square  miles,  the  County  of  Leicester 
lies  geographically  in  the  centre  of  England.  Its  extreme  length  north  to 
south  is  44  miles  and  from  east  to  west  39  miles.  The  undulating  surface  of 
the  County  varies  in  height  from  100  to  912  feet  above  sea  level. 

Traditional  industries,  such  as  farming,  coal-mining  and  engineering, 
which  were  originally  associated  with  the  hosiery  and  footwear  industries,  are 
now  very  diversified  and  include  the  manufacture  of  machine  tools,  scientific 
instruments,  electronic  equipment  and  road-making  machinery. 

There  are  over  1,900  miles  of  road  within  the  County  and  the  Mi  Motor¬ 
way  is  being  extended  through  Leicestershire.

MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

Recent  years  have  shown  a  great  reduction  in  cases  of  maternal  mortality — 
perhaps  the  most  tragic  of  all  medical  disasters. 

Every  case  is  very  carefully  investigated,  information  being  obtained  from 
all  concerned  in  the  care  of  the  patient,  whether  in  the  domiciliary  or  hospital 
service.  A  report  is  sent  to  a  regional  assessor,  who  is  a  senior  obstretrician, 
and  who  after  making  any  further  inquiries  he  may  think  necessary,  sends  it 
with  his  comments  to  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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From  time  to  time  the  Ministry  publishes  a  Report  on  the  analysis  of  those 
enquiries,  which,  it  is  perhaps  hardly  necessary  to  add,  are  carried  out  on  a 
completely  confidential  basis.  This  series  of  reports  provides  most  valuable 
information  which  can  only  be  obtained  when  particulars  are  collected  on  a 
national  scale  (as  the  total  number  of  deaths  is  now  fortunately  so  small)  and 
form — to  quote  the  latest  report — “a  unique  exercise  in  medicine  in  this 
country”.  There  were  two  deaths  in  Leicestershire  under  this  category  in  1965.

SECTION  21 

Health  Centres 

During  the  discussions  on  the  medical  care  of  patients  which  preceded  the 
framing  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  provision  of  “Health 
Centres”  assumed  considerable  prominence.  For  various  reasons,  very  few 
such  centres  were  in  fact  set  up  in  the  early  years  of  the  service.  Recently 
however,  there  has  been  widespread  interest  in  the  provision  of  accom¬ 
modation  shared  between  local  health  authority  services  and  general 
practitioners,  either  by  means  of  Health  Centres  under  Section  21,  or  by 
less  formal  arrangements. 

Although  during  the  year  no  proposal  was  made  under  this  section,  there 
was  a  considerable  amount  of  preliminary  discussions  along  various  lines, 
and  we  look  forward  with  interest  to  future  development.

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Ante-Natal  Clinics 

Recent  years  have  seen  a  considerable  alteration  in  the  scope  of  local 
health  authority  ante-natal  clinics,  with  much  less  emphasis  on  the  medical 
aspects,  which  are  properly  the  responsibility  of  the  general  practitioner, 
and  more  emphasis  on  health  education,  relaxation  classes  and  preparation 
for  motherhood.  This  development  is  to  be  welcomed,  as  being  in  line  with 
the  principles  of  the  National  Health  Service  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
patient.  At  the  same  time,  it  must  be  said  that  the  record  of  the  local 
authority  ante-natal  clinic  in  the  past  has  been  excellent,  and  it  has  con¬ 
tributed  to  a  considerable  extent  to  the  modern  concept  of  ante-natal  care.

Dental  Treatment  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers,  and  Pre- 

School  Children 

The  shortage  of  staff  which  has  necessitated  the  suspension  of  treatment 
for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  in  almost  the 
whole  of  the  County  was  partly  relieved  in  September  1965.  From  that  date 
a  part-time  dental  officer  has  been  providing  treatment  at  the  new  Coalville 
Clinic. 

Our  first  mobile  dental  clinic  came  into  operation  late  last  year  and  has 
proved  a  great  success  during  1965.  The  caravan  is  towed  from  school  to 
school  and  affords  all  the  advantages  of  a  fully  equipped  unit  whilst  involving 
only  a  minimal  disruption  of  school  routine. 

Four  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  were  examined.  101  children  under 
five,  of  the  264  examined,  were  found  to  need  treatment.  98  of  these  were 
treated  and  made  dentally  fit  by  the  end  of  the  year.

Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children 

An  annual  grant  is  made  to  the  Leicester  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Associa¬ 
tion  for  its  services  in  connection  with  unmarried  mothers  and  their  children, 
and  their  social  workers  pay  special  attention  to  cases  of  difficulty  while  the 
health  visitors,  especially  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  undertake  the 
supervision  of  many  cases.  Some  mothers  are  admitted  to  special  homes — 
mainly  the  St.  Saviours  Diocesan  Maternity  Home  at  Northampton — where 
they  stay  for  a  period  before  and  after  the  confinement. 

It  will  be  seen  that  1965  shows  an  increase  in  the  proportion  of  illegitimate 
live  births.  The  figure  is  however,  well  below  that  for  England  and  Wales  as 
a  whole — 4.5%  as  compared  to  7.7%  of  total  live  births.

Maternity  Outfits 

During  the  year,  3,407  standard  outfits,  together  with  a  bottle  of  suitable 
antiseptic,  were  issued  by  the  department.  820  modified  outfits  were  issued 
for  use  in  Maternity  Hospital  discharges  up  to  three  days  after  confinement.

The  pilot  scheme  in  Melton  &  Belvoir  R.D.C.  and  Melton  Mowbray 
U.D.C.,  outlined  in  last  year’s  report  came  into  operation  in  January.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  a  total  of  431  names  was  contained  in  the  register.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  scheme  will  eventually  be  extended  to  cover  other  parts  of 
the  county. 

Cerebral  Palsy 

The  combined  clinic  for  cerebral  palsy  cases  which  is  held  at  the  Leicester 
Royal  Infirmary  under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  Matheson,  Consultant  Paedia¬ 
trician  and  Dr.  Simpson,  Consultant  in  Physical  Medicine,  has  continued 
after  ten  years’  success.  Dr.  R.  W.  Kind,  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer, 
who  has  been  associated  with  this  clinic  since  1955,  also  provides  a  monthly 
clinic  at  which  cases  referred  from  the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  are 
investigated. 
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Welfare  Foods 

There  are  now  118  distribution  centres  in  the  county,  of  which  72  are  at 
Infant  Welfare  Centres,  and  the  remainder  at  post  offices,  shops  and  private 
homes. 

Great  help  is  given  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  who  deal  very 
efficiently  with  the  distribution  in  the  larger  towns,  and  who  also  find  dis¬ 
tributors,  if  requested,  in  the  rural  areas. 

Figures  for  issues  of  Welfare  Foods  with  the  exception  of  orange  juice 
continue  to  show  a  decline.

Midwifery 


This  service  is  administered  in  the  main  by  the  Leicestershire  County 
Nursing  Association,  acting  as  agents  of  the  County  Council.  Only  in  certain 
urban  areas  does  the  County  Council  employ  a  small  number  of  whole-time 
midwives.

A  total  of  158  midwives  practised  in  the  area  at  31.12.65.  Of  these,  97  were 
domiciliary  and  61  institutional  midwives.  The  County  Council  employed  15 
whole-time  midwives,  82  were  employed  by  the  County  Nursing  Association, 
58  of  the  61  institutional  midwives  were  in  hospitals  in  the  National  Health 
Service.

The  Health  Visitors  duties  do  not  cease  with  the  submission  of  the 
appropriate  forms  to  the  hospital  authorities,  as  they  continue  visits  in  any 
cases  where  such  help  is  advisable. 
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Health  Visiting 

In  1965  we  have  had  to  make  efforts  to  build  up  staff  as  during  the  year 
we  had  had  a  number  of  retirements.  Three  students  qualified  in  July.  These 
Health  Visitors,  under  the  new  Council  for  Training,  are  well  equipped  to 
take  their  place  in  the  County’s  structure  of  Health  and  Welfare  Services. 

Attachment  to  General  Practice  is  working  smoothly  in  those  urban  areas 
where  it  has  been  possible  to  introduce  it.  Rural  areas  are  more  difficult  to 
streamline  because  of  the  distances  which  have  to  be  covered  and  the  fact 
that  families  near  the  borders  of  neighbouring  Counties  have  their  doctors 
resident  outside  the  county.  This  is  overcome  by  good  relations  existing 
between  the  Health  Visitors  in  this  County  and  the  Health  Visitors  in  nearby 
Counties,  information  being  exchanged  freely. 

The  practice  of  selective  visiting  continues,  indeed  there  is  now  no  real 
need  for  routine  visiting,  except  during  the  first  twelve  months  of  life. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  very  well  attended  and  the  Health  Visitor 
has  the  chance  to  see  that  all  is  well.  All  mothers  know  where  she  can  be 
contacted  when  help  is  specially  needed.  Health  Education  lectures  to  young 
expectant  mothers  pave  the  way  for  them  to  deal  with  their  children  with 
confidence.  This  does  allow  the  Health  Visitor  to  concentrate  more  on  the 
needs  of  the  elderly  and  hospital  discharges  and  the  more  difficult  problems 
in  child  care. 

Three  Health  Visitors  have  been  recruited  to  the  new  posts  of  Field  Work 
Instructors  and  these  three  go  for  specialist  training  next  year  to  cope  with 
the  new  requirement  that  specially  trained  Health  Visitors  take  on  the  task 
of  teaching  students  in  practical  Health  Visiting. 

Again  this  year  the  Health  Visitors  who  went  on  Refresher  Courses 
appreciated  this  opportunity  to  keep  “up  to  date’

Throughout  the  County  almost  all  Vaccinations  and  Immunisations  are 
given  by  family  doctors.  I  should  like  to  record  my  thanks  for  the  way  in 
which  they  have  co-operated  with  the  Health  Department  in  securing  a  high 
level  of  protection  which  compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  England 
and  Wales  as  a  whole.

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Although  the  number  of  children  under  two  who  have  been  vaccinated 
remains  small  it  is  increasing  and  there  is  some  evidence  to  suggest  that  the 
pattern  of  vaccination  in  the  second  year  of  life  is  being  established.  Of 
interest  too  is  the  number  of  primary  vaccinations  given  to  children  from  2 
to  4  years  of  age  which  shows  a  marked  increase.  The  total  number  of  primary 
vaccinations  recorded  for  children  up  to  the  age  of  15  in  1965  is  similar  to  the 
average  recorded  for  1959-61.  It  is  hoped  that  the  increase  in  infant  vaccina¬ 
tion  will  be  maintained. 

Other  Vaccinations 

Details  of  other  vaccinations  recorded  during  1965  are  given  in  tables  3 
and  4  at  the  end  of  the  section. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Whilst  the  figures  show  that  rather  less  than  70%  of  children  have  com¬ 
pleted  primary  protection  by  the  age  of  two  the  percentage  compares 
satisfactorily  with  the  national  average.  It  may  also  be  noted  that  a  consider¬ 
able  number  of  completed  primary  courses  are  recorded  for  children  in  their 
third  and  fourth  years.  Because  of  movement  of  families  it  is  not  possible  to 
correlate  these  exactly  with  births  in  the  County  in  1963  and  1962,  neverthe¬ 
less  the  figures  suggest  that  almost  90%  of  children  in  the  county  have  had 
a  primary  course  of  poliomyelitis  vaccination  by  the  time  they  start  school. 
Similar  reasoning  suggests  that  about  70%  of  children  leaving  school  will 
have  had  a  reinforcing  dose  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  in  addition  to  the 
primary  course. 

Vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough 

Once  again  the  pattern  follows  that  for  Diphtheria  protection.  The  table 
shows  clearly  how  the  combined  vaccines  are  widely  used  throughout  the 
county. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

Once  again  there  lias  been  a  very  high  level  of  acceptance  of  diphtheria 
immunisation,  the  figures  (Table  1)  show  a  much  better  level  than  the  national 
average. 

Protection  against  Tetanus 

Very  few  records  of  primary  courses  of  Tetanus  protection  have  been 
received  for  older  children  but  the  number  of  younger  children  having 
Tetanus  Toxoid  in  combination  with  other  vaccines  continues  at  a  high 
level;  as  a  long  term  project  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  population  will 
benefit  in  this  way.

Ambulance  Service 


M.i  Motorway 

On  22nd  January  the  second  length  of  the  M.i  Motorway  in  Leicestershire 
was  opened  from  the  Misterton  Access  Point  in  the  South  to  the  A.50 
junction  at  Markfield  in  the  North.  To  provide  suitable  cover  for  this  further 
section  of  the  Motorway,  a  Support  vehicle,  specially  equipped  for  this 
purpose  is  allocated  to  the  Avenue  Road,  Leicester  Ambulance  Station.  This 
Support  vehicle  is  in  addition  to  the  similar  vehicle  standing  by  at  all  times 
at  Lutterworth. 

In  October,  a  further  section  of  the  Motorway  from  Markfield  to  the  A.6 
junction  at  Lockington  was  brought  into  use.  The  staffing  of  the  Lough¬ 
borough  Ambulance  Station,  which  became  a  24  hour  Station  in  June, 
provides  for  the  manning  of  a  specially  equipped  ambulance  giving  cover 
both  for  the  M.i  Motorway  and  the  East  Midlands  Airport. 

East  Midlands  Airport 

The  East  Midlands  Airport  at  Castle  Donington  was  opened  in  April.  The 
Air  Safety  regulations  require,  among  other  things,  that  facilities  for  the 
conveyance  of  casualties,  should  an  accident  occur,  must  be  provided.  This 
facility  is  provided  from  the  Loughborough  Ambulance  Station  from  which 
ambulances  can  reach  the  Airport  within  15  minutes  of  the  receipt  of  a  call. 
Instructions  in  the  event  of  an  aircraft  emergency  have  been  formulated  for 
all  the  emergency  services  and  training  has  been  given  on  the  procedure  to 
be  adopted  by  the  staff  of  the  Ambulance  Service. 

Training  Scheme 

The  Training  Scheme  has  continued  during  1965.  The  Standard  and 
Advanced  Training  Courses  have  continued  and,  in  addition,  voluntary 
Refresher  Training  attended  by  those  members  of  the  staff  who  wished  to 
undertake  it,  has  been  given.  The  Refresher  Training  includes  instruction  on 
aircraft  emergency  procedures  and  a  visit  to  the  East  Midlands  Airport. 

Civil  Defence 

The  training  of  members  of  the  Ambulance  and  First  Aid  Section  of  the 
Leicestershire  Division  of  the  Civil  Defence  Corps  has  again  been  undertaken 
by  Ambulance  Service  staff  who  are  qualified  instructors.  During  the  year, 
17  volunteers  undertook  the  Standard  Test  of  Training  and  all  were  success¬ 
ful  in  passing.  One  locally  trained  instructor  attended  a  qualifying  course  at 
the  Home  Office  Civil  Defence  School,  Falfield  and  obtained  a  Full  Certi¬ 
ficate.  In  addition,  one  locally  trained  Instructor  and  one  other  member  of 
the  Ambulance  Service  staff  attended  Section  Officers’  Courses  at  Falfield. 
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Safe  Driving  Competition 

120  Drivers  were  entered  in  the  Safe  Driving  Competition  organised  by 
Ro.S.P.A.  for  1965  and  of  these  82  (68%)  gained  awards. 

The  Service  was  also  represented  in  the  National  Ambulance  Services 
Competition  by  a  team  which  competed  with  other  local  authorities  in  the 
regional  eliminating  round.

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SECTION  28 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care 

After-Care  of  Patients  Discharged  from  Hospital 

Many  patients  when  discharged  from  hospital  are  in  need  of  some  form  of 
after  care,  which  may  vary  from  a  simple  “follow  up”  visit  to  the  development 
of  a  large  range  of  services — home  nursing,  home  help,  provision  of  equip¬ 
ment  of  various  types,  help  with  social  problems  etc.  In  certain  fields, 
informal  attachment  of  an  appropriate  member  of  the  Department’s  staff  to 
the  hospital  ward  or  service  concerned  can  be  most  valuable. 

Convalescent  Home  Treatment 

During  1965  the  number  of  persons  sent  to  convalescent  homes  was  88,  and

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Diabetics 

During  1964  The  Health  Visitor  for  the  Care  of  Diabetics  made  646  visits 
to  such  patients  and  also  attended  the  diabetic  clinic  held  at  the  Leicester 
Royal  Infirmary. 

Health  Education 

Health  Education  activities  continued  in  the  County  during  the  year.  Two 
full  time  Health  Visitors  are  engaged  on  programmes  of  teaching  positive 
health  and  healthy  growth  and  development,  in  schools  and  colleges,  with  a 
good  liaison  between  Heads  of  Schools  and  Departments. 

Various  aspects  of  health  were  considered— “Dental  Health”  to  prevent 
needless  tooth  decay,  being  one  of  a  series  of  campaigns. 

Students  at  senior  schools  and  colleges  took  part  in  further  education 
discussions.  From  facts  and  films  concerning  V.D.  they  showed  concern  at 
the  disturbing  fact  that  the  disease  has  risen  considerably  in  the  younger  age 
groups.  A  series  of  lectures  were  given  on  growth  and  development  and 
personal  relations  to  age  groups  from  13  to  16  years.  These  lectures  were 
repeated  at  Parent/Teacher  Association  Meetings— this  we  feel  will  help  on 
both  sides  to  break  down  barriers  and  allow  for  better  discussion  to  take 
place  between  parents  and  children. 

Senior  schools  also  took  part  in  a  series  of  lectures  on  the  theme  “This 
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Welfare  State  and  enjoyed  a  better  understanding  of  the  social  services. 

Ante-Natal  Classes  were  well  attended  in  1965.  At  these,  County  Midwives 
continued  to  give  lectures  on  Gas  and  Air  Analgesic  techniques. 

The  Prevention  of  Home  Accidents 

Two  exhibitions  were  held  during  1965.  At  the  County  Show,  Braunstone 
Park,  the  theme  of  our  stand  was  u  Hazard  House’ ’ — and  it  was  visited  by 
approximately  1,500  people.  A  competition  for  children  in  various  age  groups 
aroused  great  interest. 

At  the  Home  Life  Exhibition  our  stand  was  concerned  with  the  importance 

of  Safe  Toys,  locking  away  poisons  and,  for  the  elderly,  the  prevention  of 
falls. 

The  County  Home  Safety  Committee,  and  the  local  Home  Safety  Organisa¬ 
tions  provided  volunteers  for  both  exhibitions,  who  gave  helpful  advice  to 
visitors  concerning  both  projects. 

To  help  members  of  the  Local  Home  Safety  Committees  and  to  further 
the  group  teaching  of  Home  Safety,  a  course  for  Home  Safety  Lecturers  was 
given  by  the  Health  Education  Section.  This  covered  aspects  of  talk  prepara¬ 
tion  and  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  various  Teaching  Aids  available  to 
them  on  request  from  the  Health  Education  Section. 

Provision  of  Incontinence  Pads 

After  the  success  of  a  pilot  scheme  in  the  Loughborough  and  Melton 
areas  this  service  was  extended  to  the  remainder  of  the  County  during  the 
year.  Domiciliary  patients  who  are  incontinent  receive  free  issues  of  dis¬ 
posable  pads  from  10  distribution  points  in  the  county.  A  weekly  supply  of 
25  pads  for  a  period  of  three  months  is  the  usual  provision.  When  friends  or 
relatives  are  not  able  to  collect  the  supply  on  behalf  of  the  patient,  the 
Womens’  Royal  Voluntary  Service  help  with  deliveries  to  the  home  address.

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  notifications  of 
respiratory  tuberculosis  from  71  to  81,  i.e.  14%.  This  in  contrast  to  last 
year’s  satisfactory  decline  shows  an  upward  swing  of  14%.  Of  these  81 
notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis,  14  occurred  in  immigrants;  5  were 
white  and  9  coloured.  By  the  term  immigrants  we  mean  persons  born 
outside  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland.  We  have  never  previously  paid 
any  particular  attention  to  non-coloured  immigrants,  but  of  the  5  in  this 
category,  2  were  from  Southern  Ireland,  2  were  Polish  and  1  was  a  German. 
There  has,  as  can  be  seen,  been  a  significant  rise  in  the  incidence  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  in  coloured  immigrants  as  we  had  9  in  1965  as  against  3  in  1964. 

Nine  cases  occurred  in  persons  under  the  age  of  14  before  they  could 
normally  have  been  expected  to  be  protected  under  the  B.C.G.  scheme. 
Deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  this  year  show  little  difference,  being 
16  as  against  17  last  year,  and  on  looking  through  the  age  groups  of  these 
persons  there  was  only  one  death  under  the  age  of  36.  Once  more  we 
bring  forward  the  fact  that  many  of  these  people  who  are  classified  as  dying 
from  tuberculosis  are  in  fact  dying  more  from  the  aftermath  of  tuberculosis 
and  they  are  not  at  the  time  of  death  active  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis. 
Turning  to  non-respiratory  tuberculosis,  there  was  a  rise  in  the  number  of 
notifications  from  16  in  1964  to  22  in  1965.  The  deaths  from  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis,  one  as  against  two  in  1964,  are  too  small  to  comment  on. 

We  have  as  usual  kept  a  register  of  resistant  cases  and  the  number  of 
resistant  cases  for  Leicestershire  in  1965  was  23,  of  which  11  were  signifi¬ 
cantly  resistant  as  compared  with  26  in  the  previous  year  when  14  were 
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significantly  resistant.  We  have  decided  to  attack  the  problem  of  resistance 
more  actively,  although  it  does  appear,  as  stated  in  the  previous  report,  that 
we  are  not  getting  new  cases  arising  from  these  resistant  cases  and  the 
potential  infectivity  of  these  cases  seems  to  be  limited.  As  mentioned  before 
the  volume  of  sputum  which  they  produce  is  minimal  as  compared  with  the 
old  chronic  cases  of  tuberculosis,  and  it  has  to  be  decided  how  much 
attention  to  pay  to  some  elderly  person,  living  alone,  from  whom  you  know 
you  can,  if  you  wish,  produce  from  laryngeal  swabs  tubercle  bacilli  which 
will  show  varying  degrees  of  resistance.  Are  you  justified  in  giving  these 
people  fairly  powerful,  and  at  times  toxic,  forms  of  chemotherapy  in  order 
to  produce  bacteriological  conversion  if  there  is  in  fact  little  contact  between 
them  and  any  young  persons?  The  ideal,  of  course,  is  that  nobody  should 
produce  tubercle  bacilli  at  all,  but  provided  your  contact  service  is  efficient 
and  all  known  contacts  to  a  household  where  there  is  a  person  with  resistant 
tubercle  bacilli  are  efficiently  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  then  the  risk  of  this 
small  group  of  persons  to  the  community  is  minimal. 


Chest  Clinic  Service 

There  is  nothing  further  to  report  about  the  Chest  Clinic  Service  in 
Leicestershire.  Once  more  we  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  District  Nurses 
who  have  helped  us  with  a  total  of  20  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  the 
County  at  various  times  and  taken  part  with  the  chemotherapy  in  12  of  these 
cases.  The  District  Nurses  altogether  paid  a  total  number  of  784  visits  to 
patients  suffering  from  various  forms  of  tuberculosis. 
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Mass  Radiography  Unit 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  in  1965  visited  Blaby,  Oadby,  Measham, 
Ibstock,  Ashby-de-la-Zouch,  Coalville,  Earl  Shilton,  Barwell,  Hinckley, 
Loughborough  College  and  a  number  of  coalmines.  In  addition,  certain 
specific  industrial  surveys  were  undertaken,  particularly  in  cases  where  there 
had  been  reported  to  be  a  somewhat  increased  incidence  of  cases  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  in  any  particular  Works. 

Out  of  814  x-rayed  in  Blaby,  which  was  last  visited  in  1952,  three  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  found. 

32,472  people  were  x-rayed  (27,648  in  1964).  16  cases  (10  male  6  female) 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  requiring  close  supervision,  were  discovered 
giving  a  rate  of  0.49  per  1,000.  (16  cases  in  1964 — 0.58  per  1,000).  8  cases  of 
malignant  neoplasm  were  discovered  (all  male).  There  were  6  cases  in  1964. 
8  cases  of  sarcoidosis  were  discovered  (4  male  and  4  female). 
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Home  Help  Department 

In  1965  the  assistance  of  the  Home  Helps  was  required  in  12  households 
and  in  4  of  these  the  patients  were  classified  as  infectious.  We  would  like  to 
thank  the  Home  Help  Service  for  the  help  they  so  willingly  give  to  us  with 
our  patients. 

Prevention,  Care  and  After-Care 

The  total  number  of  new  notifications,  both  respiratory  and  non-respiratory 
was  103  and  from  these  1,057  contacts  were  examined  for  the  first  time,  11 
of  whom  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  All  contacts  under 
the  age  of  40  were  tuberculin  tested  and  597  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G. 
This  figure  is  of  interest  because  we  have  noticed  in  our  contact  work  that 
the  number  of  persons  in  the  older  section  of  this  age  group  requiring  B.C.G. 
vaccination  is  rising. 

The  scheme  for  the  x-raying  of  primiparae  is  continuing  and  1,227 
expectant  mothers  were  x-rayed,  3  of  whom  were  found  to  have  tuberculosis. 
Many  are  found  to  have  inactive  tuberculosis  and  in  all  these  cases  arrange¬ 
ments  are  made  for  the  expectant  mother  to  have  a  post-natal  x-ray  and  for 
the  baby  to  have  B.C.G. 

No  one  can  work  in  the  Chest  Service  without  feeling  almost  swamped  by 
the  problem  of  carcinoma  of  the  lung  Last  year  the  deaths  from  carcinoma 
of  the  lung  in  Leicestershire  totalled  195  persons,  of  whom  165  were  men 
and  30  women.  This  is  20  more  than  the  previous  year.  This  is  a  very 
significant  rise  and  a  terrible  problem. 
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B.G.G. — School  Leavers 

The  scheme  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school  leavers  continued  during  the 
year  and  the  figures  are  given  in  the  table  below.

Our  remarks  for  this  year  are  very  similar  to  those  with  which  we  ended 
this  small  section  of  the  report  last  year.  We  seem  to  be  left  with  tuberculosis 
at  a  certain  level,  below  which  it  appears  to  be  exceedingly  difficult  to  make 
any  significant  permanent  reduction.  Undoubtedly  the  problem  of  im¬ 
migrants  can  completely  alter  the  situation  in  one  area  as  compared  with 
another.  There  seems  little  doubt  that  the  Authorities  are  very  much  aware 
of  the  problem  and  from  a  strictly  medical  point  of  view  the  main  problem 
of  the  future  will  be  to  find  sufficient  doctors  in  the  Chest  Service  with  the 
knowledge  of  and  interest  in  the  epidemiological  problem  of  tuberculosis 
which  has  made  the  basis  of  any  attack  on  tuberculosis  in  the  past.

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Chiropody  Service 

The  rapid  expansion  in  the  number  of  voluntary  organisations  providing 
this  service  during  the  past  five  years  appears  to  be  slowing  down.  Three 
of  the  four  new  clubs  approved  during  1965  are  based  on  urban  areas  not 
previously  covered  by  the  Council’s  scheme — Shepshed,  Coalville  and  Barrow 
upon  Soar.  A  more  thinly  populated  section  of  the  county  now  benefits 
under  the  scheme  with  the  introduction  of  a  service  at  Long  Clawson  for 
the  residents  of  the  Vale  of  Belvoir. 

Referrals  for  chiropody  treatment  are  received  from  various  sources, 
including  the  National  Assistance  Board,  General  Practitioners,  Health 
Visitors  and  the  Domestic  Help  Service. 

It  would  appear  that  future  expansion  of  this  service  may  be  restricted  by 
a  shortage  of  State  Registered  Chiropodists.  At  present  the  seventy  voluntary 
organisations  providing  this  treatment  engage  the  services  of  32  chiropodists. 

Although  the  chiropody  scheme  is  intended  principally  for  persons  of 
pensionable  age,  treatment  for  younger  physically  handicapped  persons  has 
also  been  authorised,  each  case  being  taken  on  its  merits. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  70  organisations  were  providing  a  service  and  the 
figures  below  show  the  rapid  expansion  since  i960.

Domestic  Help  Service 


Once  again  difficulty  in  recruitment  has  unfortunately  been  a  feature  of 
the  year.  Although  the  number  of  new  appointments  was  slightly  greater 
than  last  year,  and  the  number  of  resignations  slightly  less,  the  balance  was 
still  on  the  wrong  side,  with  eighty-nine  appointments  and  ninety-six 
resignations. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  periodic  press  advertisements  covering  the 
whole  of  the  County,  an  experimental  concentrated  effort  was  made  in 
Hinckley  and  district.  Contact  by  letter  was  made  with  each  Doctor  in  the 
Area,  requesting  his  help  in  the  matter  of  recruitment,  asking  him  to  display 
a  poster  in  the  Surgery  and  to  make  available  a  small  supply  of  handbills 
to  any  persons  interested.  Similarly  the  Secretaries  of  all  the  Women’s 
Organisations  were  supplied  with  literature  for  circulation  amongst  members. 
Local  folk,  who  had  on  previous  occasions  helped  by  displaying  a  poster, 
were  again  approached,  particularly  the  ones  able  to  display  prominently  in 
a  shop,  Post-Office  or  the  like. 

The  following  statistics  speak  for  themselves,  denoting  the  administrative 
work  involved  throughout  the  year  but,  of  course,  the  large  content  of  social 
work  ever  present  in  the  day-to-day  administration  cannot  ever  be  so 
measured. 

For  the  purpose  of  yearly  figure  comparisons,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  there  were  the  normal  fifty-two  weeks  in  1965  but  1964  was  statistically 
a  fifty- three  week  year.

Although  the  total  number  of  maternity  cases  attended  during  the  past 
five  years  has  remained  fairly  constant,  the  amount  of  help  required  for  each 
case  has  decreased,  as  much  as  twenty  hours  on  average  for  each  case  as 
compared  with  five  years  ago.  But  for  this,  we  should  have  had  even  more 
difficulty  in  trying  to  cope  with  the  ever  increasing  demands  for  help  for 
the  aged  and  infirm.  To  some  extent,  the  change  is  due  to  the  greatly  increased 
number  of  cases  confined  in  hospital  but  discharged  early  to  their  own  homes, 
and  therefore  needing  some  help,  but  naturally  less  than  cases  of  home  con¬ 
finements.  Alterations  in  social  conditions  have  also  had  an  effect:  husbands 
and  other  relatives  more  often  work  a  five  day  week,  and  have  shorter 
working  hours,  while  mechanical  household  aids,  the  availability  of  ready 
prepared  foods  etc.,  play  their  part. 

In  this  respect  also,  the  existing  Washing  Centres  in  Hinckley,  Coalville 
and  Market  Harborough  have  helped  enormously.  During  the  year  it  was 
possible  to  cope  in  the  three  Centres  with  the  weekly,  fortnightly  or  some¬ 
times,  spasmodic  household  wash  for  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  eighty-one 
elderly  people,  actually  washing,  drying  and  ironing  42,645  articles  during 
1965.  This  represents  a  saving  of  at  least  two  home  help  hours  in  each  home 
for  an  average  of  one  hundred  and  ten  householders  per  week,  the  equivalent 
of  five  full-time  home  helps. 

In  addition,  thirty-two  householders,  not  in  receipt  of  the  services  of  a 
home  help  in  the  home,  also  derived  much  benefit  from  the  Washing  Centre 
facilities,  having  a  total  of  8,177  articles  laundered  during  the  year. 

Another  aspect  of  the  Service  which  is  proving  beneficial  to  all  concerned 
is  the  Supplementary  Service.  Here  again  the  recruitment  of  suitable  women¬ 
folk  has  not  been  possible  in  some  cases,  despite  much  time  and  effort  being 
expended.  In  one  instance  a  male  householder  living  alone  is  in  need  of  a 
little  daily  attention  but  neither  female  nor  male  auxiliary  help  is  forth¬ 
coming. 

However,  in  those  cases  where  it  has  been  possible  to  engage  an  auxiliary 
the  aged  sick  and  infirm  have  obviously  been  helped  tremendously  in  terms 
of  personal  comfort  and  safety.  Here  again  the  daily  attendance  of  an 
auxiliary,  someone  living  nearby,  has  on  occasion  permitted  a  slight  reduction 
in  the  number  of  home  help  hours  being  supplied,  or  alternatively  sup¬ 
plemented  this  without  further  taxing  the  Home  Help  Service  proper. 

Four  twelve-day  Courses  of  Instruction  for  Home  Helps  were  held  during 
the  year  and  52  home  helps  attended. 
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In  addition  six  home  helps  attended  on  three  specific  days  of  the  twelve- 
day  Courses  and  thus  it  was  possible  for  them  to  take  a  short-course,  without 
undue  delay,  which  must  otherwise  have  occurred  because  of  the  very  small 
number  of  home  helps  now  working  a  low  number  of  hours  weekly. 
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Mental  Health  Act,  1959 

Mental  Health  Service 


The  year  1965  has  been  one  in  which  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in 
the  amount  of  work  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  for  patients 
with  mental  illness.  This,  unfortunately,  has  meant  that  home  visits  to  the 
mentally  sub-normal  have  been  so  reduced  that  little  more  than  an  emergency 
service  has  been  given  to  them.  Before  asking  for  an  essential  increase  in 
staff,  the  Sub-Committee  decided  that  discussions  should  take  place  with 
Carlton  Hayes  hospital  with  a  view  to  integrating  the  social  services  of  the 
hospital  and  the  authority.  After  several  meetings  this  did  not  prove  to  be 
feasible. 

The  first  Welfare  Officer  to  be  seconded  for  the  two  year  course  for  the 
National  Certificate  of  General  Social  Work  returned  to  the  department 
having  successfully  completed  the  course.  If  it  was  not  possible  to  visit  the 
homes  of  the  mentally  subnormal  to  any  great  extent  much  was  being  done 
by  the  Sub-Committee  to  provide  for  them  in  the  future.  Sites  were  pur¬ 
chased  on  which  to  build  new  junior  training  centres  at  Coalville,  Lough¬ 
borough  and,  most  important  of  all,  at  Melton  Mowbray.  In  the  latter  case 
it  was  hoped  to  proceed  with  the  building  immediately  but  this  was  not 
possible.  A  site  was  also  purchased  at  Mountsorrel  for  the  erection  of  an 
adult  training  centre  where  the  residents  from  the  hostel  at  Sileby,  which 
was  started  during  the  year,  would  go.  The  Fire  Service  vacated  the  buildings 
used  by  them  on  the  site  of  the  Coalville  Adult  Centre  and  plans  were  drawn 
up  to  convert  them  for  the  use  of  the  centre. 

Close  co-operation  has  continued  with  the  various  hospitals  in  the  area 
and  with  the  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children.  The  Society 
started  a  youth  club  for  the  mentally  subnormal  in  the  Hinckley  area  in  the 
Hinckley  junior  centre  during  the  year. 

Thanks  are  due  to  all  who  have  helped  the  mental  health  services  in  the 
County  but  especially  to  the  mental  welfare  officers  who  have  worked  under 
such  heavy  pressure.

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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

In  previous  Reports  reference  has  been  made  to  the  number  and  variety 
of  voluntary  organisations  interested  in  the  care  of  old  people,  to  the  vital 
part  they  have  to  play,  and  to  the  necessity  for  co-ordination  in  their 
activities  and  in  their  relationship  to  the  statutory  bodies.  An  important 
move  in  this  direction  has  been  made  by  the  Leicestershire  Old  Peoples’ 
Welfare  Association,  who  gave  detailed  consideration  to  this  problem.  The 
appointment  of  a  full-time  Secretary  for  this  work,  among  other  changes, 
adds  greatly  to  the  strength  of  the  Association  as  a  centre  for  co-ordination 
and  exchange  of  information  and  advice.  Encouragement  of  schemes  of 
systematic  visiting  of  old  people  is  a  trend  where  the  Association’s  activities 
can  be  particularly  beneficial;  it  will  be  appreciated  that  there  are  a  number 
of  ways  of  setting  up  such  schemes,  and  we  can  learn  much  f  rom  each  others 
experience. 


COUNTY  HOMES 

Although  1965  did  not  see  any  increase  in  the  number  of  beds  available 
in  the  County  Homes,  it  was  a  year  of  considerable  progress  which  will  be 
reflected  in  the  future  development  of  the  service. 

The  new  Home  at  Thurmaston  which  was  erected  virtually  to  schedule 
failed  by  only  a  few  days  to  take  residents  in  1965?  and  at  Loughborough 
some  building  was  evident  on  the  site  in  Thorpe  Acre.  Plans  were  also  very 
much  to  the  fore  to  commence  new  buildings  in  Barwell  and  Leicester 
Forest  East  but  the  Government  “pause”  on  Capital  Expenditure  made 
deferment  compulsory.  Despite  some  difficulties  a  number  of  sites  for  homes 
are  being  acquired  and  the  next  few  years  should  see  more  new  buildings  in 
different  parts  of  the  County  and  in  addition,  the  replacement  of  at  least 
three  of  the  former  Public  Assistance  Institutions  where  despite  major 
improvements  the  accommodation  does  not  reach  the  standards  provided  in 
purpose  built  homes.

BLIND  PERSONS 

The  following  report  has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  C.  Brown,  J.P., 

Secretary  of  the  Blind  Institution  whose  continued  co-operation  and 
assistance  throughout  the  year  is  greatly  appreciated. 


Development  Policy 

The  development  policy  embarked  upon  by  the  Management  Committee 
some  two  years  ago  has  been  pursued  during  1965/66.  The  Retail  Shop  in 
Granby  Street  was  duly  closed  at  the  end  of  the  previous  financial  year  and 
although  some  inconvenience  was  caused  both  to  the  blind  workers  in  the 
Workshops  and  the  Staff,  these  problems  were  solved  with  the  opening  of 
the  new  offices  at  the  Workshops  which  became  available  in  February  1966. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the 
cheerful  manner  in  which  both  the  Workpeople  and  the  Staff  accepted  the 
difficult  conditions  under  which  they  were  forced  to  work  for  almost  a  year 
and  to  thank  them  for  their  loyalty  and  understanding  during  this  period. 
However,  the  alterations  which  have  been  made  have  resulted  in  greatly 
improved  working  conditions  for  all. 

Kathleen  Rutland  Home  for  the  Blind 

Work  on  the  erection  of  the  new  Home  for  the  Blind  at  Leicester  Forest 
East  was  commenced  in  January  1966.  The  name  “Kathleen  Rutland  Home 
for  the  Blind’5  was  decided  upon  to  mark  the  many  years  association  and 
support  given  by  Her  Grace  to  the  work  for  blind  people  and  she  has  kindly 
consented  to  the  Home  being  named  after  her.  As  previously  reported,  the 
Home  will  accommodate  40  people  of  both  sexes  and  present  indications  are 
that  it  will  be  ready  for  occupation  by  spring  of  1967.  The  building  contract 
was  let  at  a  figure  of  approximately  £1 18,000  and  it  is  expected  that,  including 
the  land,  furnishings,  etc.,  the  total  cost  of  the  project  will  be  in  the  region  of 
£140,000.  The  Committee,  however,  is  determined  that  the  elderly  blind 
people  for  whom  it  is  responsible  shall  enjoy  the  best  possible  conditions 
and  all  the  amenities  necessary  for  their  comfort  and  well-being.  For  this 
reason  they  believe  that  this  considerable  amount  of  money  will  be  well 
spent.  The  sale  of  the  Lyndwood  site,  which  has  now  been  finalised,  will  go 
some  way  towards  meeting  this  cost  but  the  practical  help  of  the  public  and 
industry  in  this  worth-while  enterprise  is  sought  and  will  be  welcomed. 
Possession  of  the  Home  at  Lyndwood  and  its  access  will,  of  course,  be 
retained  until  it  is  possible  to  transfer  the  residents  to  the  new  Home. 

The  Management  Committee  is  indebted  to  the  Daisy  Day  Committee  for 
the  Blind  which  has  kindly  undertaken  to  raise  approximately  £4,000  to 
provide  an  inter-denominational,  chapel  at  the  Home  for  the  use  of  the 
Residents. 
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Welfare  Services 

The  Institution  has  continued  to  maintain  the  registers  of  blind  and 
partially  sighted  persons  in  Leicester,  Leicestershire  and  Rutland  and  also, 
in  its  capacity  as  agent  for  the  three  local  authorities,  to  provide  the  welfare 
services  for  the  blind  living  in  these  areas. 

The  numbers  on  the  register  for  Leicestershire  at  31st  December  1965 
were  as  follows :

Despite  certain  problems  caused  by  retirements,  resignations  and  absence 
on  courses,  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  a  full  programme  of  visits, 
individual  lessons,  classes,  socials  and  outings,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  be 
able  to  report  that  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  experienced  throughout  the 
country  in  recruiting  welfare  workers,  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  a  full 
staff  to  carry  out  this  vital  work. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  place  on  record  its  warm  appreciation  of 
the  devoted  and  sympathetic  manner  in  which  the  whole  of  the  staff  of  the 
Welfare  Department  has  continued  to  undertake  its  task,  being,  as  it  is,  the 
Institution’s  direct  contact  with  the  blind  people  it  exists  to  serve. 

Assistance  to  Blind  People 

The  Institution  has  continued  its  policy  of  providing  from  its  voluntary 
funds  help  to  blind  people  which  is  not  available  from  statutory  sources  and 
included  in  this  are  such  items  as  assisted  holidays,  outings,  socials,  the 
distribution  and  maintenance  of  wireless  sets  and  talking  books,  repairs  and 
decorations  to  houses  and  the  provision  of  various  comforts.  In  addition, 
the  usual  Summer  and  Christmas  gifts  have  been  made  to  the  unemployable 
blind  and  it  was  found  possible  at  Christmas  to  increase  the  gift  to  each 
individual  from  £2  to  £2  10s.  This  distribution  of  money  is  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated  by  the  recipients  and  enables  them  to  buy  many  little  extras  which 
otherwise  would  be  out  of  their  reach.  The  cost  of  this  additional  assistance 
in  the  City  and  two  Counties  amounted  to  some  £11,000  during  the  year 
under  review. 

Workshops  for  the  Blind 

Full  employment  has  been  maintained  in  the  Workshops  for  the  Blind  for 
the  95  workers.  Advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  disruption  caused  by  the 
erection  of  the  new  offices  at  the  Workshops  to  re-organise  the  layout  of  the

various  departments  to  secure  better  working  conditions  and  to  improve 
production.  The  extension  of  the  Cardboard  Box  Department  has  proceeded 
steadily  and  it  will  be  possible  by  transferring  the  Brush  Department  to  a 
separate  building  to  provide  more  space  for  the  former  Department  and, 
what  is  of  considerable  importance,  accommodation  for  the  storage  of  boxes 
which  it  is  hoped  will  facilitate  production  planning. 

Apart  from  minor  fluctuations  in  the  Box  Department  due  to  variations 
in  the  state  of  trade  in  the  Boot  and  Shoe  and  Hosiery  industries,  all  depart¬ 
ments  have  had  full  order  books  and  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
disposing  of  those  products  previously  sold  through  the  Retail  Shop.  In  this 
connection,  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  many  Retail  Shop  customers 
have  continued  their  patronage  of  the  Institution  by  passing  their  orders 
direct  to  the  Workshops,  which  are  open  for  this  type  of  business  during 
normal  working  hours. 

Prebend  House  Social  Centre 

Considerable  alterations  have  been  made  at  the  Prebend  House  Social 
Centre  for  the  Blind  during  1965/66.  The  purpose  has  been  primarily  to 
link  what  was  once  the  Caretaker’s  Cottage  to  the  main  building  so  that  the 
rooms  in  the  cottage  could  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the  accommodation 
in  the  main  building,  thereby  facilitating  an  extension  of  the  activities  and 
amenities  available  to  the  blind  people  who  make  use  of  the  Centre.  Two  such 
services,  which  it  is  hoped  to  operate  from  the  spring  of  1966  are  a  Chiropody 
Clinic,  and  a  Ladies’  Hairdressing  Salon.  The  Daisy  Day  Committee  for  the 
Blind  has  already  provided  the  money  to  purchase  the  equipment  for  these 
two  specialised  services  and  they  will  provide  a  most  welcome  opportunity 
to  many  blind  people  to  be  given  attention  which  hitherto  has  been  difficult 
for  them  to  obtain.  The  remaining  rooms  in  the  cottage  will  be  used  by  small 
groups  of  blind  people  whose  particular  activity  calls  for  separation  from 
the  main  body  of  people  using  the  Centre,  e.g.  chess,  orchestral  practices, 
typewriting  tuition,  etc. 

Meanwhile  the  full  programme  of  activities  has  been  carried  out  throughout 
the  year  and  many  blind  people  now  regard  their  visits  to  Prebend  House  as 
an  important  part  of  their  routine.  The  regular  Friday  speakers  have  again 
proved  most  popular  and  the  Committee’s  thanks  are  due  to  them  and  to  all 
the  loyal  voluntary  helpers  and  those  who  provide  transport  without  whose 
aid  the  use  of  the  Centre  would  be  considerably  restricted. 

Lyndwood  Home  for  the  Blind 

Although  with  the  opening  of  the  new  Home  referred  to  earlier,  Lyndwood 
will  cease  to  be,  it  has,  nevertheless,  continued  to  provide  homely  and 
comfortable  accommodation  for  its  22  residents.  They  have  been  well  cared 
for  by  the  Matron  and  her  staff,  whose  efforts  have  been  augmented  by  the

kindly  interest  and  help  of  many  voluntary  visitors.  To  them,  the  Committee 
expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  and  the  hope  that  they  will  transfer  their 
interest  to  the  new  Home  when  it  is  completed. 

Acknowledgements 

The  Institution’s  work  would  be  extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  if 
the  Committee  and  its  officers  were  unable  to  draw  upon  the  vast  reservoir 
of  interest,  goodwill  and  support  for  the  work  for  the  blind  which  exists 
throughout  the  City  and  County.  Sincere  thanks  are  offered  to  all  who  by 
giving  of  their  skill,  time,  service  or  money  contribute  to  the  work  for  the 
blind. 

The  close  co-operation  which  exists  between  the  Institution  and  the  local 
authorities,  the  government  departments,  the  R.N.I.B.  and  all  concerned 
with  the  well-being  of  the  blind  ensures  that  the  best  possible  service  is 
available  to  those  who  are  handicapped  in  this  way  and  the  Committee 
greatly  appreciates  the  co-operation  of  all  who  assist  in  their  work. 
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Handicapped  Persons 

The  year  has  seen  a  steady  improvement  in  the  service  provided  for  the 
Physically  Handicapped.  This  improvement  has  necessitated  an  increase  of 
one  in  the  staff  of  social  workers.  The  number  of  referrals  has  remained  at 
much  the  same  level  though  not  all  referrals  are  entered  on  the  register  held 
by  the  department.  Many  who  are  visited  are  elderly  and  in  the  main  simply 
require  aids  to  daily  living. 

A  number  of  the  handicapped  were  assisted  in  the  form  of  adaptations  in 
their  owe  homes.  A  two-day  Exhibition  of  Services  for  the  Disabled  was 
held  at  the  new  Health  Clinic  in  Coalville.  As  in  previous  years  there  was 
considerable  interest  shown  in  the  various  aids  and  adaptations  on  display. 
Handicapped  persons  were  present  to  demonstrate  the  work  they  do  and  a 
sale  of  articles  made  by  them  was  held. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  opening  of  the  first  Day  Centre.  It  will 
be  appreciated  that  many  of  the  severely  handicapped  are  unable  for  various 
reasons  to  go  out  to  work,  or  because  of  their  disability  are  virtually  house¬ 
bound.  For  these  people  to  be  able  to  attend  a  Centre  and  take  part  in  the 
activity  is  of  undoubted  value.  The  Centre  is  held  on  one  day  each  week  at 
the  Coalville  Health  Clinic,  Avenue  Road  from  10.00  a.m.  to  4.00  p.m.  and 
people  from  a  wide  area  attend,  coming  in  their  own  invalid  motorised 
tricycles,  by  public  transport  or  private  car  with  a  volunteer  driver.  The 
essential  part  of  any  Centre  is  worthwhile  occupation  and  in  the  main 
industrial  outwork  has  been  done  but  in  addition  the  social  contact  is  of 
great  benefit.  The  Centre  activity  is  supervised  by  the  Occupational  Thera¬ 
pists.  This  is  a  small  beginning  in  an  activity  which  will  expand  greatly  in 
the  future. 

The  Occupational  Therapists  continue  with  the  home  visiting  but  there 
are  continuing  difficulties  encountered  in  the  recruitment  of  therapists.  The 
Loughborough  College  of  Technology,  Department  of  Ergonomics  and 
Cybernetics  approached  the  department  regarding  assistance  in  the  research 
project  on  wheelchairs  which  the  College  is  engaged  in.  The  project  is 
sponsored  by  the  Polio  Research  Fund. 

Finally  thanks  must  be  paid  to  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  for  their 
continual  help  as  agents  for  special  equipment  and  aids  to  daily  living  and 
the  Leicestershire  Voluntary  Association  for  Cripples  Welfare  (now  the 
Leicestershire  Association  for  the  Disabled).  A  Summary  of  their  activities 
can  be  found  in  their  own  Annual  Report.

The  Leicester  and  County  Mission  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Loughborough 
and  District  Mission  continue  to  act  as  agents  for  the  County  Council, 
receiving  an  annual  grant.  At  the  end  of  1965  there  were  143  county  cases 
on  the  registers  of  those  two  societies. 
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NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS  REGULATION  ACT,  1948 

The  procedure  for  registration  and  supervision  of  child  minders  reported 
fully  in  my  last  report  has  been  carefully  maintained  during  1965.  Occasion¬ 
ally  a  health  visitor  may  report  that  an  unregistered  child  minder  is  operating 
in  an  area  of  the  county.  Such  cases  usually  involve  full-day  care  facilities 
where  the  minder,  who  has  been  lawfully  receiving  two  children  takes  three 
or  four  to  oblige  a  neighbour  or  friend.  In  such  circumstances  the  minders 
appear  to  be  genuinely  ignorant  of  the  Act’s  requirements. 

One  unregistered  Nursery  group  was  discovered  in  a  private  home  during 
the  year.  In  this  case  planning  permission  had  been  obtained  and  the  child 
minder  was  unaware  that  further  approval  was  required.  Increased  liaison 
between  the  Planning  and  Health  Departments  makes  a  similar  omission 
unlikely. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  further  publicity  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  in  the  local  press  and  by  posters  for  display  in  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 
and  public  buildings.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  rainfall  was  well  above  average  for  the  last  ten 
years  but  the  fact  that  there  were  no  recorded  shortages  of  water  apart  from 
individual  or  small  groups  of  houses  where  well  supplies  failed  at  times,  was 
due  to  further  water  main  extensions  being  completed  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  complaints  of  discoloured  and  Asellus  infested  water  was  also 
less  during  the  year  and  those  received  were  dealt  with  by  mains  flushing 
and  the  provision  of  additional  wash-out  valves  at  dead  ends  of  mains. 

The  number  of  houses  with  internal  mains  supplies  is  146,674,  from

SANITARY  INSPECTION 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

The  following  table  shows  the  position  as  regards  closet  accommodation 
in  the  county  at  31st  December  1965,  and  includes  details  of  conversions: 
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Public  Cleansing 

Mention  was  made  in  last  year’s  report  of  the  difficulty  that  many  district 
councils  were  experiencing  in  obtaining  sites  for  controlled  tipping.  The 
situation  is  rapidly  deteriorating,  particularly  when  old  gravel  pits  or  quarry 
sites,  which  are  otherwise  suitable,  are  within  sight  of  existing  houses  or 
potential  development.  Householders  associate  flies,  smells  and  rodents  with 
tips,  but  if  controlled  tipping  is  practised  properly,  there  is  no  nuisance  and 
much  useless  land  has  been  reclaimed  by  this  means. 

In  spite  of  the  increased  cost  which  may  result  from  longer  hauls,  the 
smaller  district  councils  will  probably  find  it  more  economical,  in  toto,  to 
join  forces  to  provide  an  incinerator  or  pulverising  plant.  The  composting 
plant,  which  is  under  construction  by  Leicester  Corporation  at  Wanlip,  will 
be  watched  with  considerable  interest.

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960 

Apart  from  informal  action  for  the  removal  of  single  caravans  from 
unlicensed  sites,  there  was  very  little  action  necessary  under  the  above  act. 
There  are  13  larger  licensed  sites  in  the  county  and  58  sites  for  single  vans. 

Several  district  councils  have  experienced  trouble  from  itinerants  parking 
their  vans  on  grass  verges  within  the  districts.  These  people  are  mostly 
occupied  in  collecting  scrap  metal,  rags,  etc.,  and  when  moved  on  by  the 
police,  leave  all  manner  of  rubbish  and  unwanted  materials,  which  have  to 
be  cleared  by  the  local  authority. 

The  problem  of  providing  sites  for  this  type  of  family,  together  with 
gypsies,  will  have  to  be  faced,  although  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  many 
families  will  settle  to  a  fairly  static  way  of  life.  There  will  be  opposition  from 
the  residents  of  areas  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  set  up  sites,  but  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  may  well  force  the  issue.  In  March  of 
this  year,  a  census  was  taken  of  all  gypsies  and  other  travellers  in  England 
and  Wales  and  the  result  is  awaited  with  interest. 

Public  Swimming  Pools 

In  May,  the  new  Waterfield  Baths  at  Melton  Mowbray  were  officially 
opened  and  the  attendance  figures  proved  that  the  facility  is  very  much 
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appreciated  locally.  Those  responsible  for  organising  the  varied  money¬ 
raising  efforts,  which  made  the  baths  possible,  must  now  feel  that  their 
work  was  well  worthwhile. 

The  majority  of  the  older  publically  owned  swimming  baths  needed 
constant  attention  to  maintain  a  satisfactory  standard  and  those  at  Coalville, 
Hinckley  and  Market  Harborough  had  major  works  carried  out  during  the 
year. 


School  Swimming  Pools 

The  school  pools  continued  to  provide  excellent  facilities,  which  were  used 
to  the  full  when  weather  conditions  were  warm  enough  for  learners. 
With  the  school  holiday  periods  being  changed  to  fit  in  with  an  earlier 
industrial  holiday  experiment,  July  and  August  were  excluded  apart  from 
some  holiday  swimming,  where  supervision  was  arranged.  This  means  a 
short  swimming  season  for  open-air  pools  and  thoughts  are  now  turning  to 
covering  more  pools.  This  is  an  expensive  operation,  but  will  reduce  main¬ 
tenance  and  heating  costs  and  also  make  regular  swimming  programmes 
easier  to  arrange.  Following  the  experience  gained  with  the  earlier  pools,  it 
has  been  the  policy  to  point  out  to  the  school  associations  engaged  in  raising 
money  for  swimming  pools  that  filtration  and  chlorination  equipment  should 
be  provided  initially  to  allow  for  the  higher  turnover  rate  necessary  for  a 
covered  pool. 

The  purpose  built  covered  pool  at  Hinckley  Grammar  School  came  into 
use  in  January.  After  initial  teething  troubles  and  advice  to  one  of  the  care¬ 
takers  on  running  the  plant,  excellent  results  were  maintained.  Open-air 
pools  at  Brockington,  Enderby  (March)  and  Castle  Bonington  High  School 
(June)  were  completed  and  operated  successfully  when  the  plants  settled 
down.  The  first  so  called  “portable”  pool  with  a  plastic  liner  was  completed 
at  Kegworth  Primary  School.  This  was  late  in  the  season  and  as  a  chlorinator 
had  not  been  installed  but  was  due  before  the  next  swimming  season,  hand¬ 
dosing  with  hypochlorite  was  allowed  for  the  few  remaining  weeks.  The 
difficulty  of  keeping  a  constant  chlorine  residual  with  this  method,  proved 
that  automatic  chlorination  is  necessary. 

The  County  Health  Inspectors  paid  232  visits  to  the  school  pools,  taking 
tests  for  chlorine  residual  and  pH.  Minor  repairs  and  replacements  to 
chlorination  equipment  were  again  carried  out  by  the  Milk  Sampling  Officer. 


Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 

Regular  routine  inspections  of  premises  under  these  regulations  continued 
and  Hospital  Kitchens  were  included  in  liaison  with  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  owner  of  a  fried  fish  and  chip 
shop  for  contravention  resulting  in  a  conviction  and  total  fines  on  six  counts 
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°f  £3°  with  6  guineas  costs.  The  proprietors  and  manager  of  a  hotel  were 
fined  £41  with  10  guineas  costs  for  offences  under  the  regulations.

The  practice  of  selling  hot  meat  pies  at  licensed  premises  is  becoming 
more  popular.  Hie  pies  are  heated  and  often  stored  in  glass  cabinets  on  the 
bar  counters  with  the  attendant  risk  if  the  pies  are  reheated  several  times 
before  being  sold.  The  sale  of  sandwiches  and  other  food  is  also  on  the 
increase  at  these  premises,  following  the  popularity  of  having  a  snack  with  a 
drink.  This  means  increasing  supervision  of  a  variety  of  premises  which 
were  not  built  with  separate  facilities  for  food  preparation  and  until  the 
premises  are  enlarged  or  adapted,  a  certain  amount  of  improvisation  has  to 
be  carefully  planned.  The  use  of  the  domestic  kitchen  where  all  the  household 
chores,  including  laundry,  are  carried  out,  cannot  be  accepted  under  present 
day  circumstances.

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

No  problems  arose  under  this  Act,  apart  from  one  case  where  there  was 
lack  of  cleanliness  and  tidyness.  24  premises  were  licensed  and  50  inspections 
made. 

Rag  Flock  and  other  Filling  Materials  Order,  1951 

14  premises  were  registered  for  upholstery  and  6  for  the  storage  of  rag 
flock.  No  samples  were  taken  and  no  contraventions  found. 

Clean  Air  Act,  i960 

Blaby  Rural  District  Council  made  No.  3  Smoke  Control  Order,  involving 
396  houses  in  an  area  of  95  acres  and  this  Order  was  confirmed  by  the 
Minister. 
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Barrow-upon-Soar  Rural  District  Council  submitted  proposals  for  a 
Smoke  Control  Order  to  cover  the  new  Parish  of  East  Goscote,  but  no 
decision  was  received  from  the  Minister  by  the  year  end. 

In  one  rural  district,  where  problems  are  not  as  usual  as  in  the  built  up 
areas,  a  close  watch  is  kept  on  colliery  chimneys  and  spoil  banks.  The  same 
district  has  been  dealing  with  a  dust  problem  from  a  quarry,  situated  quite 
near  to  dwellings,  for  some  time  and  a  solution  has  not  yet  been  found  in 
spite  of  the  installation  of  extensive  dust  elimination  equipment. 

There  is  one  recording  station  at  Coalville  operated  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  those  in  Castle  Donington  Rural  District  are  sited  and  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Central  Electricity  Authority  in  connection  with  a  local  power 
station  and  another  near  the  district  boundary  at  Ratcliffe-on-Soar. 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  i960 

A  variety  of  complaints  were  dealt  with  by  informal  action  by  the  district 
council  inspectors.  Friction  between  neighbours  often  resulted  in  complaints 
being  made  and  in  some  instances  noise  meters  were  used  to  establish  the 
noise  level.  Residents  meetings  were  held  in  one  area  and  a  measure  of 
mutual  tolerance  established.  In  the  same  district  a  “vibratory”  noise  from 
a  cold  blast  cupola  furnace  caused  distress  to  nearby  residents  and  no  solution 
was  found  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  Amongst  other  complaints  investigated 
were  noise  from:  the  barking  ol  stray  dogs  in  a  police  compound;  music  in 
cafes;  neighbours’  children;  machinery  in  a  hosiery  factory  at  night  and  on 
Sundays ;  testing  motor  cycles;  a  motor  racing  circuit  and  “Go-Kart”  racing.

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HOUSING 


The  number  of  houses  demolished  during  the  year,  both  individually 
unfit  and  in  clearance  areas,  was  appreciably  less  than  in  the  previous  two 
years.  However,  progress  in  this  type  of  housing  work  is  dependent  on  a 
number  of  variable  factors,  and  in  any  case  the  wTorst  of  the  sub-standard 
houses  have  already  been  cleared.

There  are  still  many  houses  lacking  essential  amenities  such  as  baths, 
washbasins,  inside  or  readily  accessible  w.c’s  and  hot  water  supply.  Many  of 
these  houses  could  be  improved  and  would  then  have  a  useful  life  of  20-30 
years.  Some  means  of  persuading  owners  of  rented  houses  to  spend  money 
on  improvements  (and  in  some  cases  of  getting  tenants  to  allow  the  work  to 
be  done,  with  the  subsequent  increase  in  rent)  will  have  to  be  found.  The 
grant  system  has  been  attractive  mainly  to  owner/occupiers,  up  to  now.  This, 
in  itself,  is  not  to  be  discouraged  because  every  house  improved  means  one 
less  new  one  required,  but  the  result  is  odd  houses  being  improved  instead 
of  blocks  of  older  houses,  which  could  revitalize  the  older  parts  of  towns. 

Applications  for  grant  aid  received  by  the  district  councils  were: 
Discretionary  grants  307  applications  (289  approved) 

Standard  grants  910  applications  (887  approved) 

A  total  of  794  houses  were  improved  with  grant  aid  in  1965. 

The  total  number  of  houses  built  in  the  county  during  the  year,  was  almost 
identical  to  1964,  namely  4,687  (4,668  in  1964).  Of  these  509  were  built  by 
the  local  authorities  and  4,178  by  private  enterprise  (648  council  and  4,020 
private  enterprise  in  1964).  Houses  under  construction  at  the  end  of  1965 
were  677  council  and  3,603  private  enterprise. 

The  majority  of  council  houses  being  built  are  still  let  to  tenants  displaced 
from  houses  being  demolished.  The  total  number  of  applicants  on  the  waiting 
lists  now  stands  at  6,200  of  which  2,169  were  received  during  the  year.  The 
figure  may  be  slightly  inflated  as  some  applicants  may  have  their  names  down 
with  several  councils,  since  their  place  of  work  is  often  at  a  distance  from 
where  they  are  living  when  they  put  in  their  applications.

BIOLOGICAL  MILK  SAMPLING 

The  milk  supplies  of  all  producer/retailers  are  sampled  quarterly,  on  the 
farms  at  milking  time  to  ensure  that  the  samples  are  representative  of  the 
total  production.  Not  more  than  io  cows’  milk  is  bulked  for  each  sample  or 
the  dilution  may  mask  any  infection  present  in  the  total  supply.  It  is  felt 
that  this  method  is  the  only  satisfactory  one  and  it  is  misleading  to  collect 
bottles  of  untreated  milk  on  the  round  and  assume  from  clear  samples,  that 
the  supply  is  free  from  infection.  Many  of  the  producer/retailers,  retail  only 
a  part  of  their  production  as  “Untreated”  Milk,  the  balance  going  to  a  dairy 
for  pasteurisation.  None  of  the  141  samples  taken  showed  evidence  of 
infection  with  Myco.  tuberculosis. 

Dr.  N.  S.  Mair,  the  Director  of  the  Leicester  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
has  again  co-operated  fully  in  our  sampling  programme  and  his  staff  are  also 
thanked  for  cheerfully  accepting  large  numbers  of  samples,  at  times  when  they 
have  been  fully  occupied  with  routine  work. 

The  herd  of  the  producer/retailer  where  a  serious  breakdown  of  Brucellosis 
occurred  last  year,  was  kept  under  close  supervision.  All  new  cows  brought 
into  the  herd  and  newly  calved  heifers,  were  sampled  before  the  milk  was 
bulked  and  the  result  has  been  very  satisfactory.  One  cow  coming  into  milk 
was  found  to  be  infected  and  was  sold  for  slaughter.  Another  producer 
selling  a  small  quantity  of  raw  milk  by  Ministry  Dispensation,  was  found  to 
have  an  infected  supply.  Individual  cow  samples  were  taken  and  one  cow 
proved  to  be  infected.  This  cow  was  also  sold  for  meat.  87  individual  samples 
were  taken  from  these  two  herds. 

In  addition,  1,103  bulk  samples  of  incoming  raw  milk  from  producers 
within  the  county,  were  taken  at  the  pasteurising  dairies.  41  Direct  Culture 
positive  results  were  reported  and  in  the  cases  where  producers  were  keen  to 
co-operate  in  cleaning  up  their  herds,  follow-up  samples  were  taken.  436 
individual  cow  samples  from  18  herds  were  taken  and  38  cows  were  removed 
for  slaughter. 
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Clinical  Examination  of  Cattle

Milk  Pasteurising  Plants 

Seven  plants  were  in  operation  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  At  the  end  of 
February  one  of  these  was  closed  and  the  business  sold  to  one  of  the  large 
dairy  combines.  In  recent  years  this  dairy  had  been  a  problem  particularly 
in  regard  to  the  bottle  washing  processes.  This  left  only  one  small  batch 
pasteurising  plant  in  the  county  and  at  the  end  of  September  the  owner  of 
this  business  decided  that  he  could  no  longer  carry  on  with  his  own  heat- 
treatment  and  commenced  to  purchase  his  milk  pre-packed  from  another 
processor  within  the  county. 

This  brings  to  an  end  the  era  of  small  pasteurising  plants  in  Leicestershire. 
In  some  ways  this  is  to  be  regretted.  The  small  dairy  businesses  which,  when 
universal  pasteurising  was  introduced  immediately  after  the  last  war,  decided 
to  purchase  their  own  processing  plants  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
adaptability  and  determination.  Over  the  years  they  showed  a  pride  which 
has  only  been  overtaken  by  the  encroachment  of  the  large  combines.  Now  the 
dairy  industry  has  lost  some  of  the  personal  touch. 

At  the  same  time  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  concentration  of  milk 
processing  in  the  hands  of  a  few  large  concerns  makes  the  administration  of 
the  Special  Designation  Regulations  much  easier.  The  remaining  five  dairies 
in  the  county  are  fairly  large  and  equipped  with  up-to-date  H.T.S.T. 
equipment. 

267  inspections  of  the  licensed  plants  were  carried  out  by  the  County 
Health  Inspectors  and  431  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  laboratory 
examination.  Only  one  phosphatase  test  failure  was  reported.  This  was 
immediately  investigated  but  the  cause  was  not  found— the  recording  charts 
were  in  order  and  the  diversion  device  was  working  perfectly. 

84  samples  of  washed  botdes  were  taken  for  sterility  tests  and  eight  were 
reported  as  not  complying  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
standards.  These  were  all  odd  bottles  in  different  batches.  In  these  circum¬ 
stances  it  is  difficult  to  ascertain  the  reason  for  the  failures  but  advice  was 
given  at  the  dairies  concerned.

42  samples  of  washed  churns  were  also  taken,  4  of  which  were  unsatis¬ 
factory. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  of  milk  taken  at  the  processing  dairies,  262 
samples  were  taken  from  dealers,  either  on  the  rounds  or  from  shops.

Milk  to  Schools  and  County  Council  Establishments 

With  the  exception  of  6  Primary  and  1  Private  School,  which  are  in  rather 
isolated  rural  areas  where  no  supply  of  pasteurised  milk  could  be  arranged, 
all  the  milk  to  schools,  county  homes,  children’s  homes,  residential  and 
private  schools,  is  pasteurised.  The  “Untreated”  supplies  are  sampled  both 
at  the  schools  and  on  the  farm  at  the  time  of  production,  at  least  quarterly 
for  biological  examination.  453  samples  of  milk  taken  at  the  schools,  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.

The  sampling  rate  for  the  county  was  4.37  per  thousand  population. 
Twenty- two  samples  were  unsatisfactory  (1.25%  of  the  total)  and,  of  these 
eight  were  labelling  irregularities.  None  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  was 
the  subject  of  court  proceedings. 

The  usual  attention  was  paid  to  milk  and  other  foodstuffs  supplied  to 
schools,  County  Homes,  hospitals,  etc. 

Inspectors  report  that  considerable  interest  is  taken  in  food  and  drug 
work  by  manufacturers  and  traders  generally,  who  make  every  effort  to 
comply  with  legal  requirements.  During  the  year  under  review  there  has 
been  a  marked  increase  in  request  for  advice  on  labelling  and  in  many 
instances  proof  labels  have  been  submitted  to  the  Department  for  checking. 
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The  table  above  classifies  the  premises  registered  under  the  Act, 
together  with  the  inspections  made  during  the  year.  In  addition,  revisits 
were  made  in  many  instances  to  check  on  contraventions.  The  majority  of 
the  contraventions  recorded  relate  to  the  provision  of  thermometers  and 
first  aid  equipment. 

Accidents  reported  on  Form  OSR2  were  followed  up.  They  were  mostly 
of  a  minor  nature  and  advice  was  given  on  methods  for  preventing  further 
accidents.  With  human  nature  as  it  is,  many  minor  accidents  appear  to  be 
inevitable.
